WAST OP LABOL R. 
Fioit all pArti of the colony we hate fur 
tome wcrkj put been receiving compUinlj 
of the wad 4 of lAbour, which ii gntlaallj 
uicreating, and Milt have armed at a 
moat incoTiveiiieot point within ■ few 
wreka, a> ibe lambing aeuott will ciiiti' 
mence imraedjately, and .hearing in leu 
than a month. What ia to be done to aup- 
ply Ihii want ? We should my, in the 
fint place, s lerie* of petition* from ill 
the dirtricta should be aerjt to England,, 
praying flin Mi Jr.tr v and both Huuaeiuf 
Parliament to tuttiit in the khvbI of 
etnigTulion tu tbii colony. But it may be 
Mid, thi) courae will oerUinly nol haye an 
i in mediate effect, and perhap* have no 
e fleet at all. It may be ao, but alill it ii 
a proper and coDttitulittnal course, and 
ihould be adopted; and if the Parliament 
do nut accede to the prayer of the peti- 
tion*, (he men preaentation of them, and 
the. daaruMjfjiia that truukl ariie upon 
ill ■in. would be beneficial. 

We think, however, that eotnettiing 
would ariae out uf them : fur no one can 
doubt that England muat ere long resort 
lu a national ayatem of emigratioo, 
to be defrayed either from the con- 
•olidated fund or county rate*. Emigra- 
tion mu ii ere lung be a national atfuir, 
and peiition* from Una colony will pre- 
sent our being overlooked, whenerer iL 
ma? come under diituiaion. 

But thi* will nut affect the preienl 
emergency, and lomethiug muat be dose 
at once. In ihe nnt place, then, we have 
no doubt that some hundred*, probably a 
thouaU)d labouring men, could be apared 
out of .Sidney at the preienl time, nol- 
withitajiding the number that have 
recently left Sydney. If the itock- 
liulderi weie to imitate Ihe ex- 
ample of the Mo re ton Bay grazier* , 
and subtcrihe a pound for every ihouiand 
iherplhey putitii, a fund would be raited 
liy meant of which many of t heat men 
could be conveyed to the virion* diatricti, 
a* hi* been the cate it Moretun Bay, to 
which place above a hundred men have by 
i iiia mean, been already tent, ttad a 
number more are now awaiting their pai- 
**gr. 

All the labour, however, that c&n be 
procured front Sydney will not be a tithe 
of what will certainly be required, and we 
are no other place to turn to than Van 
Diemen'a Land, where three or four 
tbouuiid men are anxioui to come 
on to thia colony. We perceive that 
draft! of them are arriving tu 
Melbourne hy every veserl from La.ii n - 
crjton, and we believe a hundred are ex- 
pected at Twofold Bay, fur the Mancroo 
lint mi. in the coune of neit week. None 
j have, howevrr, yet arrived in ttydney, but 
hf are led to unoVntaad that aorne may 
be expected, allhotigh nol in any great 
sum ben. 

At Tata, a meeting ii called for I lie 
purpose uf deviling mean* and raiting 
fund* for procuring ahepberda from Van 
Dietnen'i Land, but unlet* other ditlrictt 
jtiin in the movement very little good 
will be dune ; for but a very email number 
of the men Arriving in Sydney would lie 
likely to reach Yau. A dmhet like 
Moreton Bay ur Manemo, having a port 
uf ill own, will be able to tccurr iti 
labour, but a diitrict like Yau or 
Bdthunt can du nothing in *uch a matter 
by ihclf. We hope, therefore, that other 
diitricta will convene meeiiuga and raite 
fondtl for Ihe purpcae. 

We tome time atnee explained at length 
our view* reipeeling lhete Van Dieraen'i 
Laud expiree*. We advocate their intro* 
ducttou aimply on the ground thai labour 
tnuai be had or the colony cannot progret*. 
and then it no uther labour within reach of 
Ihe colunitti, for il it idle lo nippoae that 
individual graiien can tend lo Kurope 
fur ebepberda. 

The incriuality uf Ihe aeiei, which 
will be increajed by Ihe introduction 
uf three men, it of iiaelf a frightful 
evil, and one which will afTunl an ad- 
ditional reaeoa why, when inpplying 
the immediate wanta uf the colonj, 
the propriety of petitioning the honor 
authorities for the revival of Englilh 
immigration thould not be bat light of. 
We want a Heady immigration of about * 
thuuuuid toult every month, and to obtain 
it every welt wither uf the colony ihuuld 
uar all Lit energies

In England it 
wiu not tin practice., not had it been fot a cen- 
tury peat at leaat. for par lira In ha eit*d into 
the Kecleelatlical Court, except on the applies - 
tion of soma party intereated. [ihe honorable 
member lien ttuultd a danlaion of Lord Haid- 
wirk'a, founded on a pnvloue decision aa far 
back aa 1710 ; elen from a work hy — Willi una 
of LlnooLo'e lu Fielda, and from Cliiuy, «- 
to the modem practice. 1 On that* aotho- 
mire, he contended. that the Court 
here, it not exceeding It* power*, waa 
at all event! going to tbe extreme limit* of 
them, ud ia away that would operate moat in. 
Ituiously. Ht ihould not think to much of the 
matter if the laar were clear on the point, but 
he hatt heard of threat* of committing partir* if 
they did not obey their citetiona; he waa him- 
self eaeculor lo several estate*, ud be had re- 
ceived a notice to appear, be believe J to- 
morrow, to paae bl* account* ; no w it would 
take him at leaat five month, to go through and 
l-raparr the** account*, even with th* ataiat- 
anca of the moil able accountant he could pro- 
nure in Sydney — and that at u exptiiH of *t 
laeifioo. A caec waa atated in a paper of Ittt 
Saturday, which might have been luted aa 
hypothetical ; but h* knew of auch a caie 
huntclf. He wat taeeutor tu a mu who bid 
ptevioualyadmininettd to the estate of hit 
brother, ud unw he, aa eietsutor to the laat 
dreeeted, w*a called upon to pea* Ibe account, 
nut only of Ihe estate for which he waa ue- 
etnor. bui also of that lo which the deceaaed 
had proviaualy adrainiatered. Befiire ha raroa 
to this country he had acted at ereeutor lo 
York, and administrator in Canterbury, ant ba 
bad never born called upon for account* ; when 
he had ventured to elate thia lo in oflpet of the 
Supreme Court here, however, ha wwTuahl that 
hernial he mittaheti, that he bad forgotten all 
about the matter. Th* effect nf theia rule* 
would ha, to throw ibe whole relate* ot the 
colony into the Conn, for where would bona*, 
men be found > for in estate of £1000, iinfll 
men for £3000 mult be found. He knew of a 
eta* which had occurred within the laat few 
dtye-a widow of a publican bad adminis- 
tered Is the effects of her deceased htubend, 
they were sworn at £1000 ; the fa* for doing 
thia in the Court wat (IB, and her own 
attorney"* easts were £10 more — end 
then she was near having the property 
taken from under her control, from 
being called upon lo Bad bondtraen who could 
aweir ihrmaclvea north £1000 afirr all their 
debt* wera paid ; then tacked on to the' order 
waa a nnt* that an Inventory of ibe property 
must be Died within two montha, ud the ac. 
eounla to be paaaed In tlx montha. The evil 
waa becoming frightful ; even when friends 
and relatione wen willing lo undertake lhc 
duttet, to man*p> u estate to the beat advan- 
tage for the family of the deceaaed. thu Court 
came in and said they ihould not. Thar* might 
be a tpeaiiqu whether e«t*t*a would be better 
managed hy executor* who would wotk for 
nothing, or by an ufflcer of tha Court, to whom 
h* aaw by docunnnta brfbra hint that a com - 
million of S per cent, wt* paid. They had 
had tome exneriehoe however of the actings 
uf ngittrui intrutted with the management 
of inteatal* estate. ; In the *"r*>unia uf one 
there an • large deficiency, which thi. Coun- 
cil would probably be ceiled upon .erne day 
to make up 

Mr. WLNTWORTH uid. that he would 
i jr. get t to the honorable member that it would 
lw belter lo refrain, ftwn obaervationaupon nieb 
matters il present ; ibey were nnt needed iu 
order lo induceth e House to gran t tbe Co mmittoe 
nowiakedfor. Ha filtsun that no number would 
deny that the tropeeed enquiry wai absolutely 
called for . when the report of the Committee 
waa brought up, if It ahould be impugned, 
then would be the proper time lo go into the** 
matter, in order to auppoit it. 

Mr. I. AMD aaid he only wiahed io make out 
a caae of net easily. 

Mr. WESTVVORTH laid, that aumeient 
ground* had bean already eliown fot grunting 
■ueh a Committee, Lord Stanley's Jotter wh 
- ulHcient tor the one aid* of tha Houae, while 
for Ihe other their uwn jealousy of uy Inter- 
ference with their poweta uf tiixaiion waa 
enough to induce them to grant the Committee 
And it would be poll lie now to withhold argu- 
menia which hereafter might acrte to knotk 
down uy attempt at opposition la the report 
of the Committee. 

Ut. LAMB said he had thought it llrceawry 
to dwell on ihe suLiyeet, in order to e*t*bli*h a 
caae, especially breauao the liovemmtnl had 
not appeared detlioue to take any stepe In the 
matter. Ha h ad , ho wtvet, almost brought hia 

ruptvd- lie had no wiail uaelraaly to detain 
the Houae, and ht aliaudd niw coctlude hy 
aeconding th* motion, 

Mr, WES TWO It l'H tupporud the motion, 
ud in duing » eald, that il win beoaute lie 
wet aura that there would be no oppiauii u io 
it, that he refrained at present from making 
uy obaervntion* oa th* matter it wat propoaeil 
lo enquire iflto. 

Tha OOUIXIAL SECRETARY laid b* 
had not mtended to oppoae the metinn from 
ihshnt; be ihougbt Thai the Large power* of 
lbs Judge* should form the anhyect of enquiry 
by ■ delect Cwnrnitie*. He regretted that uy 
eueh otewreatfoiil a* had been eqlered up* 
ahould hav* been ao before iho rnquity had 
liken {dace. Mu iadJcatlon of op posit lun hid 
iicrn given on thia aide of the llnuae, nor had 
he perceieed uy on the other, ud he thought 
that such observation* were rather premature.

Dr. I. AS in purauance of nsiicr, moved, 
"Thai u Addreei be pTcseitted to Ilia Ex. 
eellency the (Jovemol, praying that Hn 
Excellency will he pleier! lo place up-m tin 
Supplementary Eitimate for ihe prevent yrar, 
the turn of ana thouaud pound., with a view 
to effect auch repair! In certain uartt of the 
butli road from Ueboume to Vaaa, at will 
trod to obviate th* great ilik to the live* 
and timba of travcllen by the oretland mail 
In th* prevent star* ot the road, and to 
* 'e'jfe the regular tranamLaaion of that 
■nil In time* of partial Inundation. 
Although, be tatd, tha reload is tike into 
favourable contidrralion tilt motion which he 
had brought forward tbe othorday on tha auh 
ject of a geological aurrey, by honorable 
lucmhen on either aide of tha Houae, could 
acarctly b* luppoaed 1 ground for ra|-ralini 
npquaal* for money, yet ha did look at the 
giouuda on which that refuaal wat Hated lo 
be founded somewhat faeourablr to the re- 
quest he hid to make —and especially a* the 
i hunornbl* Colonial Secretary had atated thrn 
I that he had takiin the roada s rider hi* especial 
tnroieetlon, [CULONTAL MiCIIETAHV- 
Sio.

Hume River- whieh wet taken ai the bntin 
dary of what should be th* separate district of 



Port Phillip. He trusted, too, that honorable 
member* who had hitherto voted againat the 
great ^qMlion^seoaiation— whether territorial 
or Daauu.i*l, wnuld rice thia motion their fa- 
vourable ooniitlavntioa aa a means of cementing 
the union which they forced upon Port Phil- 
lip i that they would bind anil closer , by a 
goad rood, that union whieh th*y wen 
detenu hied to keop np. If tha Port Phillip

Then 
were a number of creeki which Id lime* of nin 
wen dsngaieut W the potttntn, and to others 
who might be travelling with the mail, but 
which might be rondercrj tolerably pa>iable at 
a cnmpirstiisly imill expense by scooping out 
s Utile on either lid* nf them ; and in one place 
with a i cry small amount of labour a conaidei- 
able diitanc* mignt bl tared, when the mull 
bad to go up one aids of a creek and down the 
oiiier ie vera I milea instead of being able to 
Croat in the direct line. 11 rid its* wen 
indispensable. In order to secure a regular com- 
munioition in the winter teaaon, and in man y 
iniuanee* they might be provided at a very 
trilling expense. In tonic placci the renoTil 
of i few racki would put in end to gtnt dan- 
gen, La abort, a wonderful Improvement 
might be made; there wat oni part of tha road

Mr. WENT WORTH said he waa not 
sceptical ; he intended to support the motion.

Ho wu at * loai, therefote, to think 
why tbe Pott Phillip people thould imngiue 
Ibtthe would oppwe anyihing Ibey uked fot, 
rxerpt from u abattact lente of juilice 
Indeed, if he studiod hii own interest^ 
he .hould probably accede to all tneir 
whim, and all tho Vranknm with whieh they 
were tarond from that dittritit. With these 
obacTTttiont, which wore nude tmhovr that ho 
did not know any reason why be aliould bo at 
a discount in Port Phillip, he would now lay 
thit he was hippy In being able to support the 
present motion.

The to. el be- 
tween Yaaa ud Ooulburn requited npair aa 
much at th* other possibly could ; ud aa than 
waa no general measure be tore the House for 
the repair of all lbs roads tn th* colon y . be 
thould move aa addition by way ot eiucndmut 
to the present motion. On hia way to Sydney, 
although well provided with hone*, and 
driving himasll perhaps more carefully than 
ordinarily waa taken by driven ; he wat two 
dayi getting over twenty Bee milea in con- 
atxjuea ee of the lilt* of the loidi. The Home 
on a former occasion had voted £11100 for the 
repait* of the Cowpeature Road . and if the 
amendment he proposed were carried, it would 
ha providing the mean* of repairing the whole 
line.

The embarrais- 
runnt arose from a desire io acoede to the 
requcit— and on the oilier hud, what hi con- 
ceived to be bit duty at the present atage of 
the aeetion.

Tha COLO .VIAL SECRETARY bclLtvsd 
that the honntabl* member waa miainfiiirasd, 
Aa to the present motion he ihould not oppote 
it entirely, ta it a later period of thr seat ion he 
might be enabled to accede to It ; but the lams 
reiirmi which prevented him from ttrcedtngat 
nnce to the propnul of the honorable member 
from Argyle, would induce him to withhold hit 
ueent lor the pi event from the morion now 
befute ihe lloute.
